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As Hanif Kureishi gears up to 
launch his latest novel, William 
Skidelsky asks the acclaimed 
author how London, and his 
Bromley upbringing, has 
influenced his work 


T don't hold anything against it now, 
but at the time it did feel pretty 
stifling. I definitely wanted to get 
out as fast as I could.' 

Hanif Kureishi is talking about 
Bromley, the London suburb where he 
spent the first two decades of his life. In 
his best-known novel. The Buddha of 
Suburbia (1990), he gave the area a 
decidedly mixed review, emphasising its 
claustrophobia and conformity while 
also depicting it as a place where 
pockets of eccentricity and creativity 
flourished. Hanif, the son of a Pakistani 
immigrant father and an English mother, 
attended Bromley Technical High School 
(most famous alumnus: David Bowie) 
before going on to study philosophy at 
King's College University. 

This was the late 60s, early 70s. There 
weren't many non-white faces around the 
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area at that time. There was a lot of 
racism. I responded by seeing central 
London, which was much more mixed, as 
this exciting place I needed to escape to.' 

This month Hanif's seventh novel. The 
Last Word , is published, with a special 
launch event at Southbank Centre. An 
acerbic comedy about the relationship 



between a young biographer and an 
ageing Indian novelist, it marks 
something of a departure for Hanif, in 
that the action takes place mainly away 
from the metropolis, in rural Somerset. 

'Usually, my work is London-based. 
The city has always been my inspiration. 

I try to avoid the countryside,' Hanif says. 
'But maybe I've been spending too much 
time away recently because my last film 
[Le Week-End , which came out last year] 
was set in Paris and now this new novel 
isn't really about London. I'm obviously 
getting fed up with Shepherd's Bush!' 

West London is where Hanif settled 
as a student and where he has remained 
ever since. For a spell in the early 80s, 
when he was getting started as a writer 
and was on the dole, he lived in a council 
flat. His big break came in 1985 with the 
film My Beautiful Launderette - starring 


David Hartley; Olycom SPA; Ray Stevenson; Dezo Hoffmann; Stuart Clarke. All REX 
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Bromley was oddly 
at the centre of things 
in the late 60s and early 
70s. There was Bowie 
and people like Siouxsie 
Sioux, Steve Severin 
and Billy Idol. It was 
very creative 


Daniel Day Lewis - for which he wrote 
the screenplay. What originally drew him 
to west London? 

'When I first moved there, in the late 
70s, it was a very hip, desirable place to 
be, mostly because it was near the King's 
Road/ he recalls. This was a long time 
before the centre of gravity shifted east 
and Shoreditch became cool/ 

Today, he says. Shepherd's Bush is 
so full of well-off people - 'lawyers, BBC 
executives earning £150,000 a year' - that 
it feels almost suburban. 'Sometimes 
I feel as if I'm back in Bromley.' 

Hanif clearly has great affection for 
the capital. 'London is the best city in the 
world, really, in terms of its possibilities/ 
he says. He describes visiting the V&A 
('I love the idea that you can just go 
there, walk round for half an hour and 
then go home') or ambling around new 
neighbourhoods. 

He recently visited 
Hackney ('an area I don't 
know well') and was amazed 
by the sight of so many 
young men in beards. 'And 
not just normal beards, but 
these special plaited ones. 

We don't get many of those 
in west London. It was 
really far out. It was like 
being in Berlin, or New 
York in the 90s.' 

Hanif says that he 
doesn't have much cause to 


go south of the river these days, except to 
visit his mother, who still lives in 
Bromley. (His father, the subject of his 
affectionate 2004 memoir My Ear at His 
Heart , died in 1991.) 'Most of my friends 
live in west or north London. But I like 
south London. It has wonderful houses 
and it's opening up with the Overland.' 

What are his main memories of being 
a teenager there? 'The thing I really 
remember is the music. Bromley was 
oddly at the centre of things in the late 60s 
and early 70s. There was Bowie, of course, 
but then there was this group of kids I 
knew called the Bromley Contingent who 
went on to be influential in punk. People 
like Siouxsie Sioux, Steve Severin, Bill 
Broad, who became Billy Idol. So although 
it was suburban, and constraining in lots 
of ways, there were also interesting things 
happening. It was very creative.' 

Would he ever consider 
moving? 'It's unlikely. I do 
like multiculturalism at this 
end of town. But at the end 
of the day you live where is 
most convenient for your 
children.' (Hanif has three 
sons.) 'So you never know.'

Restaurants, surely, are no place for child’s play? Not so, as 
London’s finest establishments strike the right balance 


A few weeks back, I took 

lunch at the Langley branch 
of Harvester. Why, I hear 
you cry? Is London so 
bereft of edible excitement 
that I have to motor 20 minutes down 
the M4 to get my culinary thrills from a 
nationwide chain of half-baked grills? Of 
course not. I was reviewing the place for 
The Mail on Sunday, and the food was 
predictably depressing. Even my two 
children, open-minded, junk-loving 
veterans of every level of eating, were 
unanimous in their disdain. 

But forget about the flabby chicken 
wings, with their limp skin and utter lack 
of taste, and the place was fantastic. 
Seriously, the service was warm, smiling 
and charming, and the children were 
allowed to scribble and snivel and spill 
to their hearts' content. If it weren't for 
the filthy tucker. Harvester would be a 
fine family restaurant. Then again, what 
exactly is a proper family restaurant? 

Anywhere that sells themselves as a 
place Tor all the family' should be 
avoided like the Harvester burger. Why? 
Because most decent restaurants don't 
panic at the sight of a brace of under 
sixes. Nor do they feel a need to 
construct a separate menu, cooked by 
the plongeur in the few seconds between 
a fag break and the next crashing load 
of crockery. In Europe, children in 
restaurants is no big deal, as there's a 
food culture that treats all with equal 
adoration. And I have no problem with 
places that say no thanks to the kids. 
Sometimes, you want to eat in hushed 
peace and restaurants that deal in the 
more 'haute' end of gastronomy often 
resent endless requests for chicken 
nuggets and chips. 

My two, though, have been dragged 
all around the capital in search of lunch. 
There have been failures - great tear and 
snot soaked disasters - where we've had 
to leg it minutes after the first course in 
order to avoid a lynching from both 
punters and staff. But on the whole, 
most decent places are, well, decent 
towards the children. From Bays water 
Chinese dim sum joints to Marylebone 
Japanese, children are broadly 
welcomed. Well, unless they set up a

Marvel Avengers camp by the entrance 
to the kitchen. 

Our favourite place is Le Cafe Anglais 
(lecafeanglais.co.uk), a place they pretty 
much grew up in. Wonderful staff, huge 
room, lots of crayons, proper children's 
food. And a magician on Sunday. 

There's nowhere better, for children 
and adults alike. And despite Locanda 
Locatelli having a Michelin star, the 
restaurant, from Giorgio downwards, 
positively embrace the young 'uns. 

That's the Italian way. The same can 
be said for all those wonderfully old 
fashioned Chelsea places, from La 
Famiglia to Zianni. 

Pubs that serve decent grub are 
another reliable option. We spend most 
Saturdays eating in either The Princess 
Victoria (princessvictoria.co.uk) on 
Uxbridge Road, and The Anglesea Arms 
(theangleseaarms.com), just by 
Ravenscourt Park. Perfect pasta, and 
lovely front of house too. For a birthday 
treat, you can't ever do better than The 
Wolseley (thewolseley.com), where high 
tea becomes high art and the kids are 
treated like A-listers. As they are at The 
Delaunay (thedelaunay.com) and Colbert 
(colbertchelsea.com). And lunch at 
Balthazar is as much a joy with children 
as it is without. These are serious places, 
run by brilliant restaurateurs who 
welcome children with open arms. 

Byron (byronhamburgers.com) is ever 
reliable, and Pizza Express (pizzaexpress. 
co.uk) keeps them happy too, along with 
Pizza East (pizzaeastportobello.com). 

In fact, there are relatively few decent 
restaurants that don't welcome children, 
as long as the parents know how to 
behave. Just as much as we, the parent, 
expect good service, so too should our 
children learn to respect the restaurant. 
They are not prissy temples, where even 
a sneeze is seen as sacrosanct, but 
neither are they no-holds-barred 
playgrounds. Once this balance has been 
established then lunch out with the kids, 
so often a chore, becomes a joy. Well, 
most of the time.

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water, fuel, fertiliser and land than 
conventional planting. This will be mixed 
in with greenhouse growing and some 
natural planting that relies on good old- 
fashioned British weather. And rather 
than artwork, the walls will be hung with 
wine boxes full of herbs.

on PATCH 

Jessica Cargill Thompson discovers East Dulwich’s 
first self-sustaining community pub, The Patch, 
where the order of the day is home grown 


J ust when you thought East 

Dulwich couldn't get any more 
East Dulwich, along comes 
'London's first self-sustaining 
community pub' and ups the ante. 
The Patch, which opened late last 
year on the sizable Lordship Lane site 


formerly occupied by The Mag, will take 
the 'seasonal and locally sourced' foodie 
philosophy a step further by actually 
growing much of it themselves. Other 
ingredients will come from suppliers 
within a 25km radius, including local 
allotments and neighbours' back gardens. 

'Just because we live in an urban 
environment, we don't need to lose touch 
with where our food comes from,' says 
Arnold Reicher, a half-Austrian, half- 
Lrench, Zaire-raised East Dulwich 
resident, and one of the three partners 
behind The Patch. 'I come from a family 
of food growers - my dad's family were 
farmers, my mother's family cheesemakers 

- and I thought that, especially having 
kids, it's important to know where your 
food comes from.' 

The micro-farm, housed on the lOOsqm 
flat roof at the rear of the building, will 
consist of a hydroponic (soil-free) vertical 
planting system shipped over from Llorida 

- essentially a low-maintenance forest of 
poles hung with plantpots of fruit and veg, 
herbs and spices, able to monitor its 
own moisture levels and artificially lit by 
growlamps. The system uses 90% less

quality over kilometres as long as the 
supplier fits. For example, the chefs and 
partners all rave about a traditional sheep 
farmer they've found in Wales. 

Unsurprisingly, wine will also be from 
further afield but from growers who share 
the Patch ethos - artisan winemakers, 
small family vineyards - but all European 
(a sort of nod to localism). Hand-pulled 
guest ales and bottled craft beers will 
make the most of the capital's growing 
number of microbreweries - 30 and rising 
- and they might try making their own 
vodka with Peckham's Little Bird Gin. 

'If you look at what's happened round 
here in the past ten years - all of the food 
stalls and restaurants that have opened 
along Lordship Lane and over in Peckham 
at Bellenden Road - this has become the 
hub of South East London,' says Reicher. 
'And there's a really supportive retail 
community here. The other restaurants 
realise that having more good restaurants 
makes us more of a destination place.' 

Once the gastropub-cum-microfarm is 
up and running, there are plenty of other 
ideas Arnold and his partners want to 
cultivate. A two-storey barn at the back of 
the pub may eventually house a smokery 
and a small kitchen where local food 
artisans will have the space to do their 
stuff. There'll also be an upstairs function 
room, a pastry kitchen, landscaping of the 
rear beer garden (more edible plants) and 
perhaps a market at the front. 'Everything 
is on the table at the moment,' he says.

has already been approached by dozens 
of local producers and allotment societies. 
'There's a guy who lives two streets away 
whose whole garden is full of white 
asparagus. Far more than he could 
possibly eat himself,' 
says Reicher. And 
there's another who's 
been in touch who 
bakes award-winning 
breads at home as well 
as a woman from Kent 
who makes flavoured 
vodkas. Reicher is 
hoping the Patch will 
become 'a community 
centre of food'. 

'It almost needs to 
work like a medieval 
marketplace, where 
people come in with their 
goods and sell them, 
rather than it being a 
cottage industry,' he says. 

Even the executive chefs have been 
sourced locally: Keri Moss - the 2012 
Masterchef joint champ - lives in Nunhead 
and catering partner Zoe Wager in Tulse 
Hill. 'Before ready meals and fast food, 
everyone always used to eat seasonally,' 


says Keri. 'When I was growing up, 
whatever dad brought home from the 
allotment, that's what we had. And 
of course it changed every season.' 

The Patch will be 'a higher end 
gastropub' with 
service to match, and 
though the menu was 
yet to be finalised 
when we went to 
press, the concept 
will be pub food with 
a twist and a few 
French influences, 
such as classic 
moules frites. 
Freshwater fish such 
as pike - popular in 
France but far less 
so in the UK - will 
be cropping up too. 

'I've got a few 
things in my head 
that I want to 
experiment with but I need to tweak them 
to make sure they're doable,' says Keri. 

While it's amazing what you can find 
being produced within the M25 
(everything from chorizo to ostrich 
steaks), the Patch won't be sacrificing 
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locale

THE FLORENCE 

It's ages since I called into the Florence, 
which has a lot to do with the fact that 
my friend who used to live around the 
corner moved away a couple of years 
back. But talk of a refurb compelled 
us to revisit our once regular haunt. 

Thankfully it looks much the same. 

A fresh coat of paint has made it all 
clean and tidy, but the majority of the 
work has been done in the kitchen, 
and the menu, which features bar 
favourites like a fish finger sandwich 
and big dishes like venison chilli con 
carne, looks very good indeed. 

But the Florence is known for its 
brews - the basement microbrewery 
produces three exclusive regular ales - 
the hoppy, fruity golden Weasel, the 
dark, fruity Phoenix (a bitter) and the 
Sparkling Beaver, a wheaty, carbonated 
beer with an orangey finish. They're all 
brewed by the fair hand of Peter 
Haydon, a beer historian who used to 
work for Greenwich-based Meantime 
Brewing Co. There's a heck of a 
selection of bottled beers to choose 
from too - from Duvel to Hobo Craft 
Czech Lager and Brooklyn Lager - as 
well as wine on tap, which is fun, and 
a nice bottles like Picpoul de Pinet.

Le Chandelier 


I once interviewed Linda Barker at 
Le Chandelier. Then a Forest Hill 
resident, she loved the place - not 
just for its fabulous range of 34 teas 
selected by Tea Master Edward Esler 
from family owned farms in India, 

China, Taiwan and Japan, and its 
irresistible pastries, but also for its 
glorious tea salon feel. It's all huge, 
guilded mirrors, old silver teapots, huge 
flower arrangements and, of course, 
chandeliers - there are 14 of them in the 
front parlour alone. 

It's the perfect setting for afternoon 
tea, perhaps after a day of shopping on 
Lordship Lane. The tea list is wonderful, 
featuring white, green, yellow and 
flowering teas among others. The Le 
Chandelier Afternoon Tea (£18, served 
3pm-6pm) comes with a choice of black 
tea, and we both went for the Jing 
Darjeeling Second Flush Supreme, a 
refreshing, loose leaf tea combining fresh 
grass plant sap and woodland earth. 

The sandwiches follow the traditional 
afternoon tea route - smoked salmon on 
brown bread, cucumber, egg mayo and 
ham white on white, all generously 
buttered and cut into triangles, crusts 
off. And then the cakes. Always an 
indulgent joy, but often headache- 
inducingly sweet. Thankfully that's not 
the case here. We gradually worked our 


way through a selection of coconut 
sponge cake, choux pastry filled with 
chocolate spread, a really delicious 
moist, dense pastry topped with 
chocolate and pear and a couple of 
dainty macaroons - one green tea 
flavoured and one pineapple. Of course 
you've always had plenty enough by this 
point, but one must round off with a 
scone with fresh clotted cream and jam 
- more a coulis in this case. The scone 
I thought a little on the bland side, which 
was surprising given how lovely the 
cakes were. Perhaps it was just a bad 
day in the bakery for the scones.
